Procedure was established ' by 
the St. Louis County Council-yes- 
terday for relief of citizens who 
were unable to pay their real 
estate taxes before the Dec. 31 
deadline. 


Under a resolution introduced 
by Council Chairman Maurice 
M. Abramson (Dem.), Third Dis- 
trict, and aproved unanimously, 
a citizens’ committee was cre- 
ated to sit with council mem- 
bers in hearing petitions from 
taxpayers who were unable to 
get their. tax bills before the 
deadline. 

Meanwhile, Supervisor James 
H. J. McNary, in a statement to 
the council, severely criticized 
Collector Ralph L. Devereaux for 
his refusal to. accept: personal 
responsibility for the ‘‘mess”’ in 
his office which caused many 
tax bills not to be sent out on 
time. 


Showing of Evidence. 
Under the procedure in the 
Abramsen resolution, taxpayers 
will have until. Jan. 15 to submit 
affidavits or other evidence show- 
ing they were unable to obtain 
tax bills and thus could not pay 
their taxes. If the evidence 
proves sufficient, the taxpayer 
then would be relieved of pay- 
ment of interest and penalties.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, in a State of 
the Union message lacking spe- 
cific recommendations to the 
Democratic Congress, announced 
today that his new budget would 
call for a surplus of $4,200,000,- 
000. 


To achieve it, he said, he 
would propose that expenditures 
be held to $79,800,000;,000 for the 
fiscal year which begins next 
July 1. This indicated he ex- 
pected revenues to be about 84 


billions. 

His estimates were interpola- 
tions as he delivered his mes- 
sage.

This is the only reasonable conclusion to 
be drawn from a sober appraisal of the settle- 
ment terms, which have now been published. 
On Monday, hats were in the air as the nation 
rejoiced that a long and crucial labor dispute 
which threatened to impair 1960 prosperity 
had been ended. There is still grotind for 
rejoicing over labor peace in steel. But now 
the nation knows what it did not know for 
certain on Monday—what the settlement will 
cost. The answer is: plenty. :

It seems clear that the Nixon deal for big 
steel not only gives the union more than it 
settled for with Kaiser, but more than it actu- 
ally struck for last July. Adding up an 8% 
cent an hour immediate increase in take- 
home pay through company payment of in- 
surance premiums, a 7-cent wage increase 
next December, a 7-cent wage increase in 
October, 1961. probable cost-of-living increases 
and substantial improvements in pensions, 
the steel workers will be receiving at the end 
of the contract 30 months hence 40 cents an 
hour more than they received under the pre- 
vious contract. That is equivalent to 48 cents 
an hour for a three-year contract, and 48 
cents an hour is more than the steelworkers 
received in the three-year 1956 contract, 
which has demonstrated itself to have been 
highly inflationary, — 

The steel companies say they are not going 
to increase prices right away. Do they mean 
not until after election? Is that the under- 
standing with Mr. Nixon? It could be, for 
many of the new costs they have submitted 
to, after waging bitter battle against them for 
so many weeks, will not be fully felt until 
1961. But anybody who has any doubt about 
the future of steel prices need only look at 
actual experience following the 1956 settle- 
ment—which also, by curious coincidence, 
took place on the eve of a presidential cam- 
paign. The day after that deal was made 
with Secretary Mitchell, big steel raised its 
prices $8.50 a ton. In 1957, as more of the 
1956 costs came home to roost, prices went up 
again $6, and in 1958 they went up another 
$4.50. 

In other words, the 1956 contract which 
raised labor costs 45 cents an hour over three 
years raised prices $19 a ton or 13 per cent 
over the same period. Who can doubt what 
the ultimate effects will be of a 1960 contract 
which raises labor costs 40 cents an hour over 
2% years? Who can doubt that, regardless of 
what happens to steel prices, other prices will 
be subject to renewed upward pressure as 
the steel contract pattern filters through all 
the other industries that follow its lead?

“I have urged all of them, both sides, that 
negotiations must not contribute to inflation 
because here is a terrible enemy ready to 
pounce on us any time we get unwary.” That 
was President Eisenhower, speaking about 
the steel strike last Aug. 28. “I have con- 
stantly argued that we must have a Solution 
that does not create or incite inflation and 
that it must be by free bargaining and‘ not 
under pressures.” That was President Eisen- 
hower, speaking about the steel strike last 
July 29. Today he sanctions the cynical work 
of his ambitious political heir, who has given 
the nation a political settlement, an inflation- 
ary settlement, and a pressured settlement. 


Politically, the stakes are of course great. 
Mr. Nixon needs some friendly labor leaders 
for his campaign; he has them. Mr. Nixon 
and the Republican party generally need the 
ingredients of a high-flying boom that will 
reach its peak around election day; they have 
them. President Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon 
need an excuse for not demanding improved 
emergency-strike legislation; they have it. 

But it is a cruel and cynical piece of busi- 
ness to attain these political ends at the de- 
layed expense of the general public—the 
same public which has so long and so sternly 
been exhorted to sacrifice for a war against 
inflation,

Kearney recommended 
that all but miscellaneous emergency repair 
work be done by outside contractors, The 
Board paid Kearney $50,000 for its recom- 
mendations and then ignored them. 

Mr. Dyer and Mr. Carpenter allege that 
Board carpenters (who helped elect Mr. Dyer 
and Mr. Carpenter) would be able to handle 
the work cheaper than a contractor. They 
offer no proof. The manner in which Mr. 
Dyer obtained the “figures” behind Mr. Des- 
sau’s back in his department is a blatant ex- 
ample of administrative meddling. It casts 
doubt on unproved allegations made by those 
with a vested interest in keeping. the carpen- 
ters busy. 

The School Board lost an important tax 
election a year ago. In our opinion this was 
because the people felt that the Board was 
condoning waste and could get by on substan- 
tially less than it was asking for; and in fact 
it has lived through the year without a finan- 
cial crisis. An intelligent Board would be 
courting the people in anticipation of the 
March election.

Too Much Propeller Wash 


The Air Line Pilots Association displays 
poor judgment in publicly charging that the 
Federal Aviation Agency has instituted “a 
program that is endangering lives through 
petty, ridiculous harassment of flight crews 
by unqualified or incompetent inspectors.” Its 
president, Clarence Sayen, should not have 
made this serious charge unless he had strong 
evidence with which to support it, and he has 
not produced such evidence. 

The FAA also checks on air line mainte- 
nance, training and operating programs, on 
mechanics, on flight engineers, on meteorolo- 
gists, and on tower personnel but there have 
been no public blasts from any of them com- 
parable to that of the pilots. The transition 
from pistons to jets is being made swiftly 
and vigilance is a necessity. Planes are big- 
ger and faster, More people are traveling by 
air. Any neglect or lack of foresight could 
mean another disaster such as the Grand 
Canyon crash which took 128 lives.

Monster on the Loose 


In a day’s tour of Kansas wheat 
farms, every farmer interviewed was 


asked how much wheat he would grow - 


if there were no acreage controls. 

Every one said he would increase 
his plantings. Most of them said they 
would plant about twice as much. 

At Ames, Ia., four professors at 
Iowa State University have just com- 
pleted a study to. show what would 
happen if the Government got out of 
agriculture altogether and gave the 
free market system a chance to op- 
erate. 

They estimated that corn acreage 
would be increased from 74,600,000 
acres in 1958 to 84,200,000 in 1962 and 
that the price of corn would drop from 
$1.13 a bushel to 66 cents.. They esti- 
mated that the number of acres in 
wheat would ‘go from 56,400,000 to 65,- 
100,000 and that the price of wheat 
would drop from $1.81 a bushel to 74 
cents. 

They estimated a decline in hog 


prices of about 30 per cent, a decline 
in cattle prices of about 50 per cent 
and a decline in cotton prices of about 
35 per .cent. 

A believer in free enterprise, Benson 
wants the market to decide ° price. 
Farmers agree that adjustments are 
necessary for the simple reason that 
the American farm plant is capable 
of producing far more than is required 
for normal needs. 

But many farmers in the Midwest 
call Benson’s proposals “adjustment 
by bankruptcy.” : 

In 1940, the average farmer pro- 
duced enough food and fiber to feed 
and clothe nearly 11 persons; taday 
‘he can produce enough for more than 
25 persons. 

Members of both parties and of 
most farm organizations are agreed on 
only one program to help make the 
adjustment a little easier on the peo- 
ple who have to do the adjusting. 

That is the soil bank, under which 
the Government pays a farmer to take 
part or all of his farm out of produc- 
tion for up to 10 years. 

The weakness of the soil bank pro- 
gram to date has been that farmers 
have put their poorer acres into it. 


Throughout 1960, politicians will be 


debating the farm issue — whether 
farm prices should be supported by 
the Government and by how much: 
whether “flexible” supports advocated 
by the Administration really mean 
steadily declining farm prices as the 
Democrats contend; whether the pro- 
ducers of all the basic ‘crops would 
follow the lead of corn farmers and 
greatly increase production if acreage 
controls were abandoned. 

About all that can be expected is a 
modest expansion of the soil bank pro- 
gram—in a year when bold and imag- 
inative measures are needed to halt 
the expansion of surpluses that can 
only result in greater costs to the tax- 
payer and greater hardships to the 
farmer.
